Aneta Zone 

• Pay disposal costs to the City of Los Angeles 

$10 per sewage unit

Malibu Mesa Zone 

• Provide funds for operation, maintenance, and rehabilitation of 
the Malibu Mesa Wastewater Reclamation Plant

Foxpark Zone 

• Pay sewage conveyance costs to the City of Pomona

Summit Zone 

• Pay sewage conveyance costs to the City of La Verne 
$15.26 per sewage unit

• Provide funds for operation, maintenance, and rehabilitation of 
the Lake Hughes Community Wastewater Treatment Facility
